ANSWER- 

You should file with the Reg¬ 
ional Director in your capital city 
a certificate of change of name 
issued by the Provincial Secret¬ 
ary’s office and a certified copy 
will be placed on your file and 
the necessary change of name 
may then be effected. 
QUESTION— 

I have recently been divorced 
from my wife and the Court Or¬ 
der gave me the full custody of 
my children. However, my moth¬ 
er is looking after them for me. 
Who should get the Family Al¬ 
lowances on behalf of the child- 
len? UNHAPPY FATHER 

ANSWER— 

The Family Allowances Act pro¬ 
vide* that the parent who is 
maintaining and has the custody 
of the children is normally the 
payee of Family Allowances. If 
you are providing for the main¬ 
tenance of the children while in 
your mother’s care you may re¬ 
ceive the allowances but the pol¬ 
icy of the department is to pay 
the allowances to the actual cust¬ 
odian df the children who Is in 
a better position to spend the 
monies for the children's benefit. 
QUESTION— 

My husband has accepted a luc¬ 
rative position in the U.S. and we 
shall be moving from Canada to 
the U.S. to take up permanent res¬ 
idence next month. Can I con¬ 
tinue to receive allowances for 
my children who were all born in 
Canada? Canadian CITIZEN 

ANSWER— 

No, under the terms of the 
Family Allowances Act payments 
cease with the month In which the 
children’ cease to reside in Cana¬ 
da and accordingly you would be 
entitled to receive, a cheque for 
the month In which you leave but 
not thereafter. You should notify 
the Regional Director in your 
Capital City of the exact date of 
your crossing the Border and if 
necessary a cheque payable in the 
U.S. could be forwarded to you. 


QUESTION— 

We recently moved lb Winni¬ 
peg to take up our residence in 
that province. Since moving we 
have received no Family Allow- 
nace cheques from Alberta where 
we previously resided. Why is this? 
I thought this was a Dominion¬ 
wide scheme. ALBERTAN 

ANSWER— 

Due to a recent change in pos¬ 
tal regulations Post Offices are 
prohibited from forwarding Fam¬ 
ily Allowance cheques outside the 
province of issue and accordingly 
your cheques will,be returned to 
the Alberta Regional Office. You 
should immediately write to the 
Regional Director of Family Al¬ 
lowances in Edmonton advising 
them of your new address and he 
will arrange to transfer your file 
to Manitoba and forward any 
cheques which may not have rea¬ 
ched you. 

QUESTION— 

My husband and I have decided 
to discontinue receipt of Family 
Allowances as it is against our 
religious convictions. Shall I be 
able to claim the higher exemp¬ 
tion on my income tax return on 
behalf of my children. PIOUS 
ANSWER— 

No, the amendment to the In¬ 
come War Tax Act states that 
parents with children under six- 
een who are registrable for Fam¬ 
ily Allowances may only clalrtl an 
exemption of S150.00 for each 
child irrespective ol whether they 
receive Family Allowances or oth¬ 
erwise so that if you cancel your 
Family Allowance claim you will 
be out of pocket by the amount of 
the allowances. However, it Is en¬ 
tirely your prerogative to discon¬ 
tinue allowances if you wish. 
QUESTION— 

Recently we changed our name 
through the Provincial Secretary's 
office from Robbinovleh to Rob¬ 
bins. What is necessary In order 
that my Family Allowance cheq¬ 
ues may come In my new name?

The plebescite two 
years ago was close, but now privately owned corpor¬ 
ations should be given the opportunity to demonstrate 
what they will and can do to justify their future ex¬ 
istence. Chester Sayers was quite right when during 
the debate in the legislature he stated that many 
farms were too isolated to be served by either a 
privately owned or publicly owned utility. Most of 
the arguments used on behalf of public ownership in 
the present campaign are based on Manitoba’s public¬ 
ly owned utility. Why not use some material from 
Saskatchewan? Manitoba has had a surplus of power 
since 1910, till now. Her farm population is highly 
integrated, compared with either Saskatchewan or 
Alberta, thus reducing the transmission costs to a 
comparative minimum. Saskatchewan is having a 
tough time. Her water power resources are not near 
enough to her centres of population, and her fuel 
costs have been high. Now she is preparing to employ 
natural gas for fuel and possibly the low grade fuel 
oils from the Lloydminster fields. Publicly owned 
services are not necessarily free.

CULTIVATION IMPORTANT 
IN GRA 8 SIIOPPER CONTROL 

Land that is heavily infested 
wkh grasshopper eggs should be 
cultivated now, advises W. Lobay, 
Supervisor of Crop Protection, Al¬ 
berta Department of Agriculture. 
If the eggs are brought to the 
surface the drying effects of sun 
and wind will considerably reduce 
the hatch. The oest Implement for 
this purpose is the one-way but 
the blade and other cultivators 
will also aid in destroying the 

egg*. 

Heavily infested stubble lands 
should not -be seeded this year. 
Seeding such lands will result In 
heavy losses. Summerfallow them 
and leave guard and trap strips. 
Start the work early. May is the 
month to do It. 

The guard strip Is prepared by 
cultivating around the field for 
a width of 2 or 3 rods and-work¬ 
ing this strip before the hoppers 
hatch. Trap strips are left undis¬ 
turbed inside the guard strip un¬ 
til the hatch is over—about the 
3rd or 4th week in June.

The Dominion Government will 
spend $2.4 billion this fiscal year- 
more than the total national debt 
in the prosperous days of 1928-29 
—according to the April issue of 
The Canadian Bank of Commerce 
Monthly Commercial Letter. In 
fact the Minister of Finance sug¬ 
gested that this might be the 
least the Government would spend 
yearly in future, given social se¬ 
curity at present levels and no 
relaxation of international tension. 

Analysing the recent 1950 Fed¬ 
eral budget, the Bank’s letter 
draws attention to the extent to 
which capacity to pay taxes has 
increased in Canada during the 
past 25 years. This is shown by 
the growth of national income and 
its companion indicator, gross na¬ 
tional production. 

But, the Letter points out, at 
this stage of Canada's economic 
development it should be kept in 
mind that taxes have both increa¬ 
sing and diminishing results in 
yield and goods produced. It de¬ 
pends on the extent of their ap¬ 
plication. Debt charges, social 'se¬ 
curity and national defence must 
all be paid for out of Canada's 
stock-pile of goods and services. 
If outlay for one or more of 
those is to be bigger, then pro¬ 
ductivity in many segments of our 
economy must increase. 

Proper taxing is necessary, but 
alone cannot achieve the desItM 
results. Lbbour, machines, mana¬ 
gement and ail other faetors that 
make Canada wealthy must pro- 
duee more. Federal policy should 
develop and protect an economic 
climate tn which imagination and 
creative drive—forces inherent In 
all business and industry—can be 
given fullest scope.
